t ſeize his officers, and to inſult them 
with perſonal threats and invectives. I 
need not point out inſtanees of this, they 
will be ſeen in every page of this Narra- 
tire; and any one of them would have 
been, in the Nabob, pronounced à ſuffi- 
cient reaſon by thoſe very gentlemen for 
declaring war againſt him.
